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Does the word “maverick’ 
evoke memories of the popu- 
lar Western television series 
Starring James Garner? Or, 
perhaps it sends you to the dic- 
tionary, where you learn that a 
maverick is “an unbranded or 
orphaned animal.” Reading 
further you find that the word 
comes from the name of 19th 
century Texas attorney Samu- 
el A. Maverick, who refused to 
brand his cattle. 

“Very interesting,” you 
might say, “but what does all 
this have to do with exonu- 
mia?” If you are a collector of 
trade tokens you will no doubt 
have a ready answer to that 
question. And the word will 
probably bring to mind memo- 
Ties of a few pesky tokens you 
purchased with high hopes and 
ultimately stashed away in 
some remote corner of your 
collection. 

A maverick token, for the 
benefit of the uninformed, is 
one which does not contain 
enough information in its in- 
scription to readily identify it. 
If the item in question is a 


de token, this usually means 
it the state (and frequently 


e city) of the merchant who 
issued it are not mentioned in 
the inscription. Unfortunately 
for collectors, a very large 
number of merchants did not 
see any need for including a 
complete business address on 
their tokens. After all, they 
were well known to their local 
.Patrons; how could they fore- 
see that many decades later 
one of their monetary substi- 
tutes would be a source of 
much frustration to some col- 
lector. ' 

Trade tokens are most often 
collected by state of issue, and 
collectors will normally gravi- 
tate toward tokens from their 
own localities. For this reason 
a token that is unidentified (a 
maverick) usually has little 
value, and a dealer will often 
relegate it to his junk book, 
where it remains until some 
optimistic collector purchases 
it with the expectation of 
evntually discovering its place 
of issue. 

Let's examine three typical 
maverick tokens. First we 
have an aluminum trade 
check with the inscription 











HUGH M. GRAHAM'S GOOD 
FOR 1 DRINK LOMBARD & 
PAYSON STS. on the obverse. 
The reverse has only the de- 
nomigation 5 within a circle of 
rays. Here each side of the to- 
ken provides us with a clue; 
the obverse legend includes 
two street names, and the re- 
verse is a design frequently 
used by the Baltimore die-sink- 
ing firm of J.F.W. Dorman. A 
search of Baltimore business 
directories reveals that Hugh 
M. Graham operated a restau- 
rant and saloon in that city 
during the early 1900s. His es- 
tablishment is variously listed 
at 1943 W. Lombard St., and 
100 S. Payson St. (Graham 
didn’t move; as his token indi- 
cates, he was located at the 
corner of these two streets.) 

Our second example was 
even easier to identify. On the 
obverse of this brass token is 
the inscription MITCHELL & 
BRO. 5 HARFORD, CO. The re- 
verse has the date, 1875, and a 
Liberty head facing left with 
13 stars around it. As a resi- 
dent of Maryland I knew im- 
mediately that Harford County 
was in my state. And, the re- 
verse again provided a clue, 
since it was also a product of 
Dorman’s Baltimore die-sink- 
ing establishment. Leafing 
through the Harford County 
section of an 1880 Maryland 
state directory, I found Mitch- 
ell & Brother listed as fruit 
packers in the town of Boothby 
Hill. 

The final token presents a 
greater challenge. This alumi- 
num piece has only ABER- 
NETH, LYERLY & CO. WILL 
PAY 25¢ IN MDSE. ONLY on 
its obverse, while the reverse 
reads FOR THE CONVEN- 
IENCE OF EMPLOYEES. The 
only clue, at least to me, is a 
quatrefoil design on the re- 
verse which is similar to de- 
signs found on some textile 
mill company store tokens of 
South Carolina. The reverse in- 
scription also suggests this pos- 
sibility, but so far I have been 
unable to confirm my theory. 
Oh well, two out of three isn’t 
bad. 

Not all mavericks are trade 
tokens, although without ques- 
tion more fall into this catego- 
ry than any other. The term

“maverick” can be used to de- 
scribe any type of token. For 
example, a merchant counter- 
stamp with only the words OIL 
OF ICE (this counterstamp 
usually is found on U.S. large 
and small cents) asks two im- 
Portant questions: what is Oil 
of Ice, and where was it 
made? To my knowledge no- 
body has been able to answer 
these questions. To me, Oil of 
Ice suggests some sort of oint- 
ment or skin lotion; others 
think it probably was a patent 
medicine. Whatever it was, the 
counterstamp will remain a 
maverick until these questions 
are answered. 

If you have a token which 
falls into the maverick catego- 
ry you have three obvious op- 
tions: stick it away in some box 
and forget about it; sell it for 
whatever price the market will 
bear; or try to identify it. The 
first two options present easy 
solutions to the question of 
what to do with the token. But 


just suppose you sell it to an- 
other exonumist and he is able 
to identify it as a token from 
the area you are collecting — 
a most undesirable turn of 
events (at least from your 
standpoint) which, incidently, 
occurs frequently. 

An incident of this sort 
which comes to mind hap- 


pened a few years ago when a 
dealer purchased a large col- 
lection of rare transportation 
tokens which included a com- 
plete set of all known issues 
from his town. He kept this “‘lo- 
cal” set and sold the rest of the 
collection to another dealer, 
from whom I bought several 
good tokens. One of my acqui- 
sitions was an early token, un- 


listed in the 1970 edition of At- 
wood’s Catalogue of United 
States and Canadian Trans- 
portation Tokens. The piece 
had only the initials of the issu- 
ing electric railway, and noth- 
ing else to suggest its location. 
Using reference books in my 
library, I was able to 
pointpoint the home of the to- 
ken to the town of the dealer 
who had first purchased the 
collection. To this day my to- 
ken is the only known speci- 
men, and that dealer is still 
missing one piece to complete 
his collection.

This story illustrates why 
some collectors are reluctant 
to sell any maverick token. 
However, while it might make 
sense to keep all such pieces 


you acquire, what good are 
they? Unless you simply like to 
collect maverick tokens as a 
group, they will probably re- 
main items of frustration until 
identified. Yes readers, mav- 
ericks are the nemesis of to- 
ken collectors. But without 
them, part of the fascination of 
this hobby might not exist. In 
my next colum I'll discuss 


some “tools of the trade” used 
to identify maverick tokens.
